We are aware that.it has been 
said that the world would be a 
better place if half the'people in 
it were not so anxious to reform 
the. other half.. But, this has 
been said, because the word ‘“‘re- 
form,” like so many admirable 
words, .has- lost its essential 
meaning, which was to recon- 
struet, a going back to- build up 
another way. 

Myr. Edgar J. Saxon, RRS. A.
